These  j 
words,  woman  and  home,  are  almost  8ynon3’inou8.  j 
What  husband  can  think  of  his  home  without  his  i 
thoughts  at  the  same  time  resting  upon  that  wife  I 
who  is  or  who  should  be  its  light  and  its  joy?  I 
What  child  can  think  of  home,  without  his  mind  ! 
fondly  reverting  to  that  mother  who  watched  over  i 
him  m  his  days  of  helplessness,  and  who  was  the  j 
guardian  angel  of  the  fanriily  circle  ?  Home  should  i 
from  die  centre  of  a  wife’s  affections,  plans  and  ! 
thoughts.  She  should  view  it  as  a  little  kingdom,  j 
in  the  ruling  and  managing  of  which,  she  mu.st  ; 
act  the  most" important  part,  and  assume  the  great-  j 
est  responsibility — a  kingdom  which  will  altogether  ! 
the  most  sensibly  feel  her  influence,  and  which  | 
will  exhibit  such  cliuiacteristic-s  as  she  pleases  to  j 
enstaiiip  ujxin  it.  , 

Home  is  the  sphere  in  which  woman  can  exhibit  j 
all  the  valuable  traits  of  her  nature — in  which  she  1 
can  prove  herself  to  be  a, model  of  all  that  is  good  ! 
and  lovely — and  in  which  she  can  cause  fieace,  ■ 
harmony  and  happiness  to  prevail.  Is  a  wife  eco-  I 
nomiral,  industrious  and  tasty  ?  In  whtij^  place  : 
can  she  rnore  visibly  or  more  successfully  display  , 
ilisse  qualities  than  at  home  ?  Is  she  ambitious  ?  ' 
There  is  no  ambition  so  worthy  a  woman,  as  that  i 
which  jiromjits  her  to  discharge  faithfully  and  effi-  I 
ciently  her  dudes  as  a  wife,  a  mother,  and  the  ' 
mistress  of  a  household  !  Let  no  wife  despise  this  j 
ambition.  It  is  one  altogether  worthy  of  her  pure 
and  exalted  nature,*  and  far  more  commendable  |' 
than  that  which  fires  the  bosom  of  the  conqueror  || 
of  kingdoms  ?  Alas  !  that  woman’s  ambilion  ' 
sl.’ould  ever  be  perverted  from  its  true  and  natural  ii 
otgecls !  Alas  !  that  lier’s  should  ever  be  an  am-  !| 
bition  to  shine  before  the  public — to  displaj'  like  I 
the  peacock,  her  gaudy  plumage  to  an  envious  ! 
multitude — that  she  should  asjiire  after  no  distinc¬ 
tion  more  noble  than  to  be  arraj’ed  in  flaunting  ' 
colors,  and  flutter  inlace  and  ribbuns  !  When  wo-  ! 
Ulan  exhibits  these  inclinations,  she  is  swaved  by  ! 
a  sickly  ainbiiion,  totally  unworthy  of  her.  Home  ' 
is  the  only  proper  theatre  for  the  display  of  a  wife’s  ! 
ambition.  And  I  repeat,  let  not  woman  dopise  this  I 
ambition.  The  Creator  has  evidently  designed  ij 
the  sexes  for  difl'erent  spheres  of  action,  for  the  ge-  : 
neral  gixxl.  To  overlook  this  design,  to  confound 
these  spheres  together,  is  to  destroy’  the  blessings  ' 
which  a  kind  Providence  designed  to  confer  upon  ' 
us.  If  women  were  to  go  out  into  the  world — if  j 
thev  were  to  mingle  in  the  strifes  of  public  life,  | 
and  devote  their  time  and  attention  to  business  j 
concerns  e(|ually  with  the  men — in  what  condition  I 
would  be  our  homes  ? — where  would  he  those  do-  j 
niestlc  comforts  and  enjoyments  which  now  ren-  j 
derour  firesides  so  dear? — anrl  who  would  watch  ! 
over,  and  nurture,  tind  protect  our  offspring  in  the  j 
davs.of  their  helplessness?  If  it  would  he  wrong  | 
—if  it  would  be  a  violation  of  the  self-evident  laws  | 
of  nature,  for  the  whole  sex  thus  to  forsake  the  \ 
sphere  for  which  thej’  arc  so  peculiarly  fitted,  j 
and  in  w’hich  they  are  so  eminently  useful,  then  it 
would  be  c(|ualiy  wrong  for  nnj’  thus  to  do,  unless 
such  a  course  is  imperiously  demanded  bj’  uncon¬ 
trollable  circumstances.  And  on  the  other  hand  ' 
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were  the  men  to  change  their  habits  and  abandon  [j 
the  occupations  and  business  affairs  which  havejj 
hitherto  engaged  their  attention,  and  retiring  to  their 
habitations,  devote  themselves  exclusively  to  house-  ' 
hold  pursuits,  the  change  would  be  equally  ridicu- 
lous,  and  equally  disastrous  to  the  welfare  of  the  i 
general  whole !  This  conclusion  will  not  be  doubt-  \ 
ed.  And  yet  w  by  would  there  be  any  more  im-  I 
propriety  in  a  change  of  the  latter  character  than  ' 
the  former !  j 

I  can  repeat,  then,  as  an  admitted  truth,  that 
God  has  designed  the  sexes  for  different  spheres  of! 
action ;  and  it  is  the  duly  of  all  to  be  contented 
with  the  allotment  which  he  has  bestowed  upon  !■ 
them,  and  to  strive  to  qualify  themselves  for  the  j' 
discharge  of  the  duties  which  are  thus  made  to  de-  jl 
volve  upon  them.  The  duties  and  avocations  i; 
which  pertain  to  one  sex,  are  equally  valuable, 
equally  essential  and  jwaiseworthy  in  the  sight  of 
God  jjnd  all  the  honorable  minded,  as  those  of  the 
other.  I  insist  that  the  duties  of  the  statesman  and 
the  warrior,  although  perhaps  leading  fo  results  j 
more  direct  and  more  open  to  the  observation  of 
the  world,  are  still  no  more  honorable  or  essential 
to  the  welfare  of  mankind,  than  those  discharged  I 
by  the  wife  and  the  mother.  Has  not  woman  the 
care  and  direction  of  the  whole  race  of  man,  dur¬ 
ing  those  years  when  tlie  human  mind  is  suscep¬ 
tibly  of  the  strongest  and  most  lasting  impressions? 
The  acts  of  the  statesman  or  warrior,  often  pro¬ 
duce  consequences  of  but  a  few  j’ears  duration. 
But  the  impression  which  woman  enstamps  upon 
the  mind  in  the  days  of  infancy’  and  childhpod, 
will  endure  throughout  life.  How  honorable,  how 
imiiortantaiid  responsible  are  the  duties  of  woman ! 

And  where  is  the  field  in  which  woman  dischar¬ 
ges  these  momentous  duties !  It  is  not  in  the 
crowded  thoioughfare — it  is  not  in  the  fashionable 
circle — it  is  not  in  the  thronged  assembly — it  is  not 
in  the  arena  of  public  life — but  it  is  within  the 
ha’liwed  precincts  of  home!  This  is  woman’s i 
province,  this  her  field  of  action,  this  the  scene  of 
lier  highest  usefulness.  Who— oh  !  who— <locs 
not  remember  with  delight,  the  home  of  his  child¬ 
hood  ?  Who  does  not  often  allow  his  thoughts  to 
run  back  to  it  as  a  bright  spot  in  a  world  of  dark- 1 
ness.  Who  docs  not  allow  memory  fondly  to  lin¬ 
ger  around  the  hearth-stone  where  passed  the  days 
of  innoccncy  !  Who  does  not  preserve  in  his  soul 
one  sacred  recess,  where  he  garners  up  as  a  price¬ 
less  treasure,  the  kind  advice,  the  well-timed  ad¬ 
monition,  the  wise  precepts,  which  from  time  to 
time  dropped  upon  their  childish  cars  from  the  lips 
of  loved  parents!  Whatever  may  befal  man  in 
after  years  of  life— however  high  he  may  ascend 
in  riches,  in  rank,  and  honors— however  low  he  may 
sink  in  poverty,  ignominy  and  disgrace — however 
far  he  may  wander  away  from  the  jilace  of  his 
birth,  though  it  be  to  the  ends  of  earth — wherever  [ 
and  whatever  he  may  be — we  shall  find  in  the  se¬ 
cret  (kpihs  of  his  soul,  when  we  penetrate  the  out¬ 
ward  covering  of  circumstance  and  character,  and 
probe  the  inner  man,  fountains  of  emotions  planted 
there  by  parental  hands;  we  shall  di.scover  feel¬ 
ings,  tastes,  principles,  forming  an  undercurrent  of 
his  nature,  which  were  acquired  at  the  hotiic  of 
hk  childhood.  My  venerable  father ! — luy  dearly 
beloved  mother ! — ^youi'  lieads  are  now  silvered 
over  by  the  frosts  of  more  than  three  score  years 
and  UJit,  and  many  long,  long  years  have  fled 
away  forever,  since  I  left  vour  parental  roof,  flushed 
with  the  eager  hopes  of  youth.  But  when  I  can 
forget  you — when  I  can  forget  the  home  which 
you  jiiovided  for  myself  and  my  dear  brothers 
and  sisters,  or  the  care  and  faithfulness  with  which 
you  provided  Ibr  us  and  watched  over  us,  or  the 
oft-repeated  admonitions  which  you  instilled  Into 
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our  minds— memory  mnst  be  paralized  and  refiise 
to  do  its  office,  and  gratitude  must  flee  from  my 
heart ! 

St.  Rsul  says  that  young  wives  should  be  “keep¬ 
ers  at  home.’’  And  this  admonition  should  be 
particularly  heeded  by  those  to  whom  it  is  address¬ 
ed.  All  other  things  being  equal,  the  young  wife 
who  loves  home,  who  prefers  it  to  all  other  places, 
and  who  occupies  the  peater  jiortioi}  of  her  time 
in  attention  to  domestic  concerns,  will  succeed 
much  better  in  house  keeping,  and  in  making  her 
husband  and  family  happy,  than  she  who  is  in 
the  habit  of  absenting  herself  much  from  home. 
The  former  can  see  that  every  household  duty  is 
discharged  in  an  efficient  manner.  But  when  a. 
wife  is  fond  of  leaviug  home  on  the  most  trifling 
pretexts,  maki^  calls  and  visits  to  all  the  town, 
her  doyiestic  aflairs  most  sutler — inasmuch  as  she 
must  entrust  to  others  who  are  less  interested,  (hose 
duties  which  should  be  discharged  directly  undfer 
her  own  supervision.  And  whoever  depend  upon 
hired  domestics  to  do  what  they  should  attend  to 
themselves,  must  labor  under  the  disadvantage  of 
having  things  hut  poorly  done.  There  can  be  no 
possible  objection  that  a  wife  should'  spend  a  suit¬ 
able  portioa  of  her  time  in  social  intercourse  with 
those  with  whom  she  associates.  But  she  should 
choose  a  proper  time  for  this,  when  it  will  not  in¬ 
terfere  witli  her  domestic  arrangements,  or  causc 
her  tu  ueglect  anv  of  those  duties  which  it  is  im¬ 
portant  she  shoutd  fulfil.  When  a  wife  is  njCTi 
fond  of  gossiuping  with  her  neighbors  than  of  fl- 
tending  to  her^iousehold  affairs,  her  home  will  ex¬ 
hibit  the  fruit  of  her  neglig'ince— disorder,  confu¬ 
sion,  w^efulness,  will  reign  throughout  the  Iiousc. 
Alas  !  mt  tlie  poor  man  who  has  such  a  wife  I— 
To  him  married  life  presents  any  thing  but  a  pleas¬ 
ing  aspect.  It  sounds  strangely  in  his  ears  to  hear 
others  speak  of  the  enjoyments  of  domestic  life. 
His  home  has  few  attractions — his  fireside  few 
joys.  When  his  wife  is  absent,  his  household  in¬ 
terests  sufl’er — when  she  is  at  home,  perchance  u 
scolding  tongue  drives  him  awa}'.  For  I  have  no¬ 
ticed  that  women  who  are  fund  of  gadding  abroad, 
are  great  talkers — and  great  talkers  are  generally 
great  scolders.  To  a  man  in  these  circumstances, 
we  may  well  apply  the  couplet  of  Burn»— 

"  Sic  a  wife  as  Willie  bad, 

I  wad  na  gie  a  batton  for  her.” 

In  a  preceding  chapter,  I  have  written  to  hus¬ 
bands  on  the  enjoyments  of  the  domestic  cltch;. 
But  these  enjoyments  depend  very  much  upon  the 
disiiosltiou  of  the  wife  to  render  her  abode  agreea¬ 
ble.  It  is  entirely  within  her  province  anid  her 
(lower,  to  make  the  home  of  her  husband  an  earth  • 
iy  paradise,  and  the  happiest  spot  on  earth  to  htm, 
or  to  make  it  the  most  unpleasant  and  gloomy. 
And  in  proportion  as  he  views  it  in  the  one  light  or 
the  other,  will  he  be  a  home  man,  or  one  who  loves 
all  other  (daces  belter  than  his  home.  Hence  1 
have  urged  upon  wives  the  wiraense  im(M)rtiujc« 
of  striving  to  make  their  abodes  as  agreeable  as 
(wssible,  as  much,  very  much  indeeil.  of  the  enjoy¬ 
ments  of  life,  dc()end  u(X)n  tht  ir  di8(;osition  and  the  r 
efforts  in  this  rcs(iect.  This  subject  is  one  of  to 
much  imyxirlance  that  I  will  introduce  some  judi¬ 
cious  and  valuable  observations  from  other  writers.

boat,  and  pushed  ofi'  from  land.  The  wife  of  one  of 
them,  a  young  woman  of  uncommon  lovelines.<>,  seeing 
her  husband  departing,  stood  on  the  shore,  stretching  out 
her  hands  towards  the  boat,  and  imploring,  in  the  most 
moving  terms,  to  be  taken  on  board.
